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UNE XAGGERATED COIN HUNTER 'S LATIN

True stories in the story of my collector's career. 

If one has unlimited funds at his disposal, it is not difficult 
to obtain the coins you may want. As time goes by, you certain- 
ly will find the coins offered in one of the many catalogs or 
price lists. But since unfortunately not every coin collector 
has these unlimited means, we must try to get our coins at prices 
within our spending scheme and, much better and much more excit- 
ing, is to try to trade with other collectors. In this way I 
obtained many scarce and even rare coins for my collection. . But 
one of the greatest spells of collecting is browsing in antique 
shops, where, in my experience, once in a while extremely rare 
coins are to be found and obtained for prices next to nothing. 

Some 15 years ago upon a rainy afternoon, when I could spare an 
hour or so from my then precious time, I entered an antique shop 
somewhere in Amsterdam and asked for coins. The shopkeeper said 
he did not know much about coins, this being a too specialized 
field to him. But, he also said, the other day he had bought 
some furniture from a family whose 90 year old grandfather had 
recently died. In a drawer he found a box of silver coins and 
since he was not a coin dealer and if he could please me, I could 
buy the lot for 225 guilders cash down. He showed me the box and 
to my surprise it contained about 30 large size Crowns of the 
16th and 17th centuries. I am afraid I betrayed myself, because 
when I tried to bargain a little at the price, he insisted on 
the 225 guilders, take it or leave it. I capitulated - of 
course III Coming home, I checked the coins and the first I 
looked up in the latest auction catalog showed to have fetched 
$100.00. By instinct I must have picked the rarest find first.’ 
The others were coins at that time worth about 7 to 10 dollars 
each. I kept the lot for a long enough period to see prices of 
Crown size coins mount and mount and finally, in 1964 I sold the 
coins, which were outside my own field of collecting, to a New 
York dealer for $1,500.00J 

Another example of success by browsing, this time on the Paris’ 
junkmarket, was the unique Russian silverpiece of 15 Kopecks 
1861, which I described in Coin World of May 4, 1966. 

A third example was my purchase of a rare Russian coin at a 
dealer's shop before a certain publication on this type of coins 
was released. I bought the coin, which fitted exactly into my 
own collection for the Dutch equivalent of $50.00 and one year 
later, when the mentioned book was released, I declined an offer 
of a Swiss dealer of $1,000.00. This happened to be a so-called 
"Jefimok" counterstamp on a Thaler 1620 of the Swiss Canton 
Cohaff hausen, of which coin only 2 specimens are known. At the 
talk I am slated to give for the June meeting of NI in Dallas 
you will see this coin, among the others of this type; the sub- 
ject of my talk before NI. From the foregoing it will have be- 
come clear to my NI fellow-members that it very often pays off 
to go on a coin hunt. Good hunting then to all of you l 
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The earliest reference to coinage in the Southern Rhodesia stat- 
utes is contained in Ordinance No. 3 of 1891, in terms of which the 
standard coinage in use in the Colony of the Cape of Good Hope became 
the standard coinage to be used within the territorial limits set out 
in the Ordinance. This was Fort Tuli in Mashonaland and an area of ten 
miles around the Fort and the territory North of the 22nd parallel of 
South latitude, but excluding the territory known as the disputed 
territory lying between the Shashi and Mac lout si Rivers, and all terr- 
itories belonging to the Chief Khama of the Bamangwato and the terr- 
tory known as the District of the Tati. 

By Ordinance No. 6 of 1894, the territorial limits were extended 
to Include the whole of what was later Southern Rhodesia. 

In 1910 and 1911 by Royal Proclamation, the following British 
coins were proclaimed for use in Southern Rhodesia:

In 1932, the "Coinage Act" of Southern Rhodesia authorised the 
minting of Southern Rhodesia gold, silver, bronze and cupro-nickel 
coins of the below listed denominations and also declared current 
British and Union of South Africa coins to be legal tender.

Although provision was made in the Act, no gold coins were mint- 
ed. The first Southern Rhodesia coins minted under this Act were the 
2/6d, 2/-d, l/-d, 6d, and 3d denominations . They bore the date 1932 
and were silver coins of .925 fineness (92.5^ silver and 7.5^ copper). 
This first minting included 496 sets of "proof" coins which were sold 
to collectors. 

For their obverse design, these coins bore the crowned effigy of 
King George the Fifth, consisting of head and bust, wearing the Robe 
of State with the collar of the Garter and looking to the left, with 
the inscription "George V, KING - EMPEROR".
